TOOK THE GUARD'S PUCE 


Dr. Bylss Stouldsred a Gun and Kept 


Himself From Escaping. 


One of tbe most famous of tbe old 


Puritan divines was Dr. Matber Bjles, 
who was born In Boston iu 1700 and 
who was the first pastor of the Uollls 
Street Congregational inured, to n hlcb 
be ministered for more than forty 
years. 


Dr Byles was famous as a humorls 


aud wit, and Innumerable anecdotes 
are related of his clever quips and le 
torts. He was a rculous Tory and 
warmly advocated the cause of "tbe 
mother country" against the colonies 
In November, 1777, he was arrested as 
a Tory, tried, comlcted and sentence! 
lo be confined on board A guard sblp 
and sent to England with his famll; 
within forty days. The sentence was 
afterward commuted by.the board o; 
war to confinement ID bis own bouse, 
a guard being placed over him with 
Instructions not to permit ulm to leave 
his residence for a moment under any 
circumstances 


On Thanksghlng morning, observ- 


ing that the sentinel, wbo, like many 
of the colonial soldiers, was a simple 
rustic, bad disappeared and that Dr. 
Byles himself was pacing up and down 
Before bis own door n lib a musket on 
his shoulder, the neighbors crossed the 
street to Inquire the cause of this sin- 
gular spectacle. 


You see," said Dr. Byles, "1 begged 


my guard to let me go out to procure 
some rider with which myself and 
mmlly might celebrate Thanksgiving 
lay, hut he would not permit me to 
stir. I argued the point with him, and 
he baa now gone to get the elder for 
me on condition that I keep guard over 
myself during his absence." 


THE ANCIENT BOW. 


t Varied In Shape With the Different 


Nations. 


Although universally used by the an 


dents, the form of tbe bow varied 
with different nations. 
The Scythian 


low was lu tbe form of tbe letter C. 
and the bow of the Tartars, descend- 
ants of the Scythians, still keeps that 
liape. The Greek bow was not more 
nan four feet In length, but so stont 
and stiff that It required considerable 
strength aud skill to use It. It Is said 
hat tbe first Greek bows were made 
from the horns of a species of goat, 
he bases being united by means of a 


tallic band. Afterward other mate- 


rial waa used lu their manufacture, 
but they still retained their original 
bap*. These bows were too short to 
w of much use, and only a small por 
tlon of the troops were armed with 
them. 


The Romans brought the bow to 


Britain, where It at once obtained fa 
Tor and during the middle agea was 
extensively used, forming au Impor 
ant weapon of the armies of tbat 
wrlod. The English archers were said 
o be tbe finest In tbe world, and their 
kill decided the battles of Crecy, I'of 
lers and Aglncourt. Tbe bows used 
were of two kinds—the longbow and 
he arbalest, or crossbow. The arbalest 
as made of steel or born and was of 
uch strength and stiffness that It wan 
necessary to use some mechanical up 


Usnce to bend It and adjust tbe 
tring. The arbalesters carried qulv- 
rs with fifty arrows and were place'1 


n the van of the battle.—St. James 
Qssette.
